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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the double patenting rejection (obviousness 
type) still exists for this application and the claims have been previously identified. There is no limit to the number of claims that can be 
oviously rejected; since, some information is either inherent in other claims or merely an obvious variation. For example, the information 
in claim 2 ('852) reads on any profiling system. That is, any profiling system is capable of executing a program and recording profile 
information concerning the execution and the addresses stored will inherently be based on events that occur during execution. Therefore, 
any address of the executing program can be strored. Also, the applicant claims that no double patenting rejection could be raised 
because of limitations in the present application ('852) that do not exist in the previous application ('401); however, those features are not 
found in (for example) claim 2 (*852). Furthermore, the recording profile is cited in lines 2-3 of claim 1 ('401) and the specific byte 
recorded is considered inherent based on the specific event encountered and nothing in '401 prevents the recording of an event address 
that occurs during execution of the last byte. Furthermore, note claim 15 of '401 which provides an address of binary instructions 
referenced by instruction pointer (NOTE: this could also be the "last byte"). In reference to "the program being coded in an instruction set 
in which interpretation depends on the processor mode...", see lines 4-7 of claim 1 ('401). All other issues were addressed in the 
previous action and will not be repeated here. Therefore, the rejections remain. 
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
